Joint meeting discusses ways to carry out

Party, government, economic 
and military officials met on 
April 30 in Pyongyang to 
discuss how to carry out the 
new strategic line Supreme 
Leader Kim Jong Un set forth 
at the Third Plenary Meeting of 
the Seventh Central Committee 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea.

Project for tourist 
zone progresses apace 


A project is under way to 
develop the Kalma peninsula 
in Wonsan, Kangwon Province, 
into a tourist and holiday resort. 

Myongsasipri, a beautiful 
sandy beach stretching 4 
kilometres along the southeastern 
seaside of the Kalma peninsula, 
has been renowned as a scenic 
attraction since olden times. The 
silver beach sprawling along 
the coast, boundless expanse of 
water, thick pine forest and fresh 
and clean air blend in well with 
each other to provide an ideal 
place for tourism and holidaying. 
It is crowded with both local and 
foreign holidaymakers during 
holiday seasons every year. It has 
also seen international festivals in 
recent years, which added fame to 
the alluring seaside tourist resort. 

A construction project is 
now in full swing in the area 
of the peninsula as part of a 
programme to develop it into a 
modern coastal tourist zone.

After launching the project 
on a full scale in mid-March, 
the builders carried out site 
clearing and the construction 
of sewage systems and roads 
simultaneously and have already 
completed the foundation work. 

Now concrete work for 
superstructure is at its height 
at the construction site.

Offshore culture widely 


There is every prospect of 
development of the country’s 
fishing industry as offshore 
culture has been put on a 
scientific and industrial basis at 
a higher level. 

Many offshore farming bases 
are increasing production every 
year by introducing scientific 
methods in keeping with their 
local features and conditions. 
Coastal fishery stations, in 
particular, have promoted 
shallow-sea cultivation on a 
large scale, thereby providing 
an ecological environment 
favourable for the proliferation 
and protection of marine 
resources and arousing great 
interest of environmentalists. 

The Onchon Sohae Culture 
Station in Onchon County, 
Nampho, turned tidal flats 
covering an area of | 000 
hectares into a shellfish farm 
to raise income every year

and ensure good condition for 
marine ecology. “Managing the 
breeding ground in a clean and 
scientific way is directly related 
to production. Of course it takes 
much effort, but it is rewarding 
as much,” said manager Pak 
Song Jin. According to him, 
they have prevented the damage 
from blight caused by high 
temperature, a perplexing 
problem in raising shellfish, 
by means of locally-available 
raw materials and built a large- 
capacity culture ground for 
seed shellfish as an asset for 
increasing production without 
lopsidedness. In addition, they 
annually put into farming areas 
hundreds of tons of rubble stones 
and orange peel to better the 
living environment of shellfish. 

The Wonsan Farming Fishery 
Service Centre creates artificial 
reefs in a far-sighted way in

Magnesite, DPRK’s 
‘white gold’ 


Korea has been called a treasure 
trove since olden times. 

The DPRK has rich deposits 
of minerals and industrial raw 
material and fuel resources 
including iron ore, gold, silver, 
lead, zinc, magnesite, limestone, 
agalmatolite, kaolin, anthracite 
and lignite. 

Among them, magnesite is 
globally outstanding in terms of 
deposits and grade. 

According to surveys, it is 
mainly distributed in North and 
South Hamgyong provinces 
in the northeastern part of the 
country and its deposits amount 
to billions of tons, taking a large 
share in the world’s magnesite 
deposits. 

Nearly 90 percent of the total 
deposits are in the Tanchon area 
of South Hamgyong Province. 
A high-grade magnesite field 


stretches from ground to deep 
into the underground. Fascinated 
by the inexhaustible ore body, 
foreign experts admire the 
place which is home to large- 
scale mining bases, namely the 
Taehung Youth Hero Mine and 
the Ryongyang Mine. 

President Kim II Sung visited 
the Ryongyang Mine in April 
1961 and named the mountain 
with rich magnesite deposits Mt 
Paekkum (white gold), saying 
the mountains in this area are all 
“gold mountains”. Since then, 
magnesite has been likened to 
“white gold” by the locals. 

As the large open-air mines 
builtonahuge magnesite mineral 
mass, the Taehung Youth Hero 
Mine and the Ryongyang Mine 
have large-scale stopes, open- 
air and underground. 

The mines annually extract 


millions of tons of minerals by 
using large mining facilities. 
The “flourishing mines” have 


good prospect in light of 
production capacity. 

There are the Tanchon 
Magnesia Factory 


foundation for qualitatively 
and quantitatively producing 
products that are highly 
demanded in the international 
market by making the fuel based 
on locally-abundant anthracite 
Juche-oriented. It also set up 
an atypical refractory process 
that relies on domestic raw 
materials to produce different 
kinds of quality atypical 
fireproof materials conducive 
to increasing the durability 


of metallurgical and heating 
furnaces and improving lining 


conditions for the growth of 
marine animals and plants. It has 
set the waters off Thongchon 
County as an artificial reef area 
and put in more than 100 faggots 
and huge stones per hectare. 
The completion of the reefs will 
make it possible to conduct the 
fishery of shellfish, trepang and 
sea urchin as well as seaweeds 
in a planned way and diversify 
the ecological environment of 
the surrounding water areas. 
The Kyongpho Farming 
Fishery Station in Hongwon 


County, South Hamgyong 
Province, conducts mixed 
farming of seaweeds’ with 


mussel, trepang and ark shell to 
increase production. Thanks to 
the introduction of this method, 
the station, carried out its mussel 
production plan for this year by 
February and provided itself 
with conditions favourable for 
the revitalization of production. 

Meanwhile, Sonchon and 
Tongnim counties in North 
Phyongan Province push the 
cage-net-based cultivation of 
jellyfish in a big way, and some 
fishery stations in North and 
South Hamgyong provinces 
press ahead with the inshore 
farming of salmon, walleye 
pollack and other fishes. 

“Many coastal areas have 
definitely switched from the 
conventional fish farming 
relying on _ natural habitat 
condition to a scientific and 
industrialized farming,” said 
Kim Myong Jin, official of the 
Ministry of Fisheries.

growing of cucumbers and 
tomatoes, which are known as 
mutually exclusive, in the same 
building. 

Manager Kim Tong Chun 
attributes the success to the 
ensuring of proper temperatures. 

Originally, the greenhouse 
selected fruit veg as its major 
crop. As such crops require 
temperatures above 11 degrees 
centigrade, the employees 
focused on building an efficient 
heating-free greenhouse by using 
stone materials that absorb and 
discharge heat sufficiently and 
ensuring double-layer insulation. 
This made it possible to normally 
ensure temperatures above 14 
degrees though mercury dropped 
dozens of degrees below zero. 

And no water drips from 
the ceiling thanks to the 
introduction of the water 
recycling and reuse system. 
According to a unique design, 
water drops that gather on

distilled water is said to be 
used effectively in the growing 
of vegetables. 

They made the most of walls 
and spaces to hang soilless 
cultivation vessels in layers and 
applied dripping irrigation to 
ensure both aesthetic value and 
convenience. Every element 
of the buildings reflects the 
efforts they made to furnish the 
greenhouse efficiently so that 
it can make much profit. 

The greenhouse now gathers 
well over a hundred tons of 
vegetables a year. 

To add to the joy of good 
crop, they farm loaches in 
two 15-square-metre feeding 
grounds in each building. 
Crops are also cultivated on 
float there. 

“The feeding grounds were 
not built by decreasing the 
cultivation area,” said keeper 
An Song Ae. “The float-type 
dense cultivation has enabled 
us to double the area of crop 
farming and the use of fish 
excrement has increased crop 
yield 1.8 times.”

Cataract cure available 
with traditional medicine 


Researchers of the 
ophthalmology lab of _ the 
Academy of Koryo Medicine 
have made notable achievements 
in research into the prevention 
and treatment of cataract in its 
early stage of development with 
Koryo medicine. 

As senile cataract is complex 
in the outbreak and development 
and has some problems which 
remain unsolved, _ surgical 
operation was recommended 
rather than medication for its 
treatment. 

However, An Yong Ran, 
head of the lab, Choe I] and 
other researchers have long 
been engaged in_ research 
into the treatment of cataract 
in its early stage with Koryo 
medicine on the basis of old 
records and the world trend of 
medical therapy. 

Their painstaking — efforts 
to develop new eye drops 
for the treatment of cataract 
with locally abundant natural 
medicinal materials finally bore 
fruit: they succeeded in making 
borneol cataract drops. 


Their new medicine has 


notable anti-oxidization and 
activity promoting effects on 
physiological and biochemical 
changes in the eye. 

“Old records introduce that 
borneol is used to treat mental 
disorders, sharp membranes and 
various kinds of inflammation, 
and here the sharp membrane 
means corneal disorders and eye 
lens troubles. And sesame, one 
of the main ingredients of this 
medicine, acts on the liver and 
nerve to invigorate them. The 
medicine also has a very good 
effect on the Koryo medical 
variations of cataract,” said An. 

While analysing its effect on 
human eyes through imitations 
according to the indexes of eye 
function, they proved in clinical 
practice that it has positive 
effects on improving eyesight 
much more than the previous 
cataract medicines. 

On the basis of the results 
of single treatments of the two 
Koryo medicines they also 
established a treatment method 
to increase their effect by 
combining general and partial 
treatment.

Woman researcher gains 
top prizes four times 


Choe YongHui(pictured), 
PhD, won another February 
16 Science and Technology 
Prize at the recent 15th 
awards ceremony. 

The 51-year-old works at 
the Electric Power System 
Institute at Kim Chaek 
University of Technology. 

Her solution to the 
control and management 
system of the gondola at 
the Masikryong Ski Resort 
earned her the country’s 
top award for scientists and 
technicians for the fourth 
time. 

Fifteen years ago, when 
she was teaching at the 
university, she made up her 
mind to devote herself to the 
research into power system and 
enrolled at the institute. 

Only afew years into research, 
she managed to establish a 
voltage stabilizer, the first of 
its kind at home, for the UHP 
electric arc furnace to win her 
first February 16 prize. At the 
time she was a mother of a child 
less than ten years old. 

She went on to work on a CNC 
load power management system, 
a project of great significance 
in easing the country’s power 
shortage. 

But nothing came easily. She 
encountered repeated failures, 
and she had even 11 shots at a 
device. 

“T couldn’t pull out because I 
understood well that the project 
was badly needed,” Choe recalled. 
“T pulled myself together at the 
thought the country was waiting 
for my success.” 

Each time she suffered a 
failure and lost heart, she 
redoubled and grappled with the 
causes, and she finally found a 
short cut to success. 

She had to juggle her research 
with the demands of a family. For 
most of the year she was forced 
to be away from home, leaving 
her daughter in the care of her 
husband, a university lecturer. 

She visited many places 
around the country, including 
the Huichon Power Station, to 
find solutions to bottlenecks in 
industrial establishments. 
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Eye specialists give treatment to a patient with a new remedy 
at the ophthalmology lab of the Academy of Koryo Medicine. 
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Once her research team was 
assigned to resolve dozens of 
technical problems arising in the 
completion of the Masikryong ski 
resort project and its operation. 

Foreign technicians proposed 
setting up a monitoring system 
for the resort’s distributing 
substation, but they demanded 
lots of money in return for their 
technical services. 

Choe took on a project for a 
real-time monitoring system of 
the substation that is responsible 
for the electricity supply and 
management. And she was also 
instrumental in introducing a 
card service system, a skiing 
match assessment system and 
other innovative ideas. 

Notably, when aproblem related 
to controlling the ski lift cropped 
up ahead of the inauguration 
of the resort, she gave answers 
to the mechanical composition 
and operational principle of the 
gondola, making it possible to 
install equipment and finish the 
control system in a unique way. 

“Her achievements are 
more than the outcome of her 
remarkable credentials and 
efforts. They are the fruits of a 
patriotic response to the clarion 
call for taking a quantum leap 
forward instead of following in 
others’ footsteps,” said Kim Tok 
Su, director of the institute. 

The government has honoured 
her with the country’s top award 
for scientists in recognition of 
her devotion to strengthening 
the independence and Juche 
orientation of the national 
economy and improving the 
people’s living standards. 

Her husband Ryo Jong Sam 
is chief of a department at 
Pyongyang Medical College of 
Kim Il Sung University, and 
he played his part in the project 
for an eye electrophysiological 
testing system. 

Both Choe and her spouse 
were awarded the February 16 
prize at the same time this year. 

When _— congratulated = by 
people, Choe says: “The journey 
of research must be a pursuit 
of national prosperity, not of a 
personal fame.”

New types of sterilizers 


Efficient sterilizing devices 
have been developed at the 
nano materials institute of the 
State Academy of Sciences. 

One of them is a new type of 
intelligent hand sterilizer which 
has overcome the defects in 
the previous hand sterilizing 
process. The old one mainly used 
chloric or alcoholic disinfectants 
and was considered imperfect 
in terms of convenience and 
sterilizing power as it had to 
pass through a drying process 
and was relatively short in 
disinfecting time. In case of 
using chloric disinfectants, in 
particular, their evaporation 
caused environmental pollution, 
triggering heated debate on their 
use. 

Such practical requirements 
urged the researchers to

developed 


develop a new hand sterilizer, 
which produces 100 percent 
sterilizing effect within 30 
seconds after putting hands 
into it and integrates both 
hand sterilizing and drying 
processes. 

Nano silver water is used as 
the disinfectant and nano silver 
is as fine as passing through 
glass. The device lengthens 
the sterilizing period several 
times more than the previous 
disinfectants and has no negative 
impact on human health and 
environment as it uses natural 
disinfectant, nano silver water. 

Researchers also made a nano 
silver water-making device, 
which produces 2 litres of 
nano silver water per hour by 
electrolyzing high-purity silver. 
The intelligent hand sterilizer 
and nano silver water maker are 
estimated to work for over 20 
years. They have now widely 
been introduced into many 
production and research units 
in public health and agricultural 
sectors, winning favour with 
customers. 

Another — one is the 
hypochlorus acid water-making 
device, which is popular among 
the users. It is a highly efficient 
device that makes hypochlorus 
acid water with high sterilizing 
power and neutralizing effect 
of cyanide by electrolysing salt 
water. 

It saves 2.5 times more cost 
than making it by chemical 


method as it uses _ locally 
abundant raw materials and 
consumes less electricity. As it 
is so designed to generate high- 
concentration active chlorine 
in a short time, it has a very 
high productivity and can use 
positive electrode for decades 
without change. 

Divided into large, medium 
and small ones so that they can 
be used according to purpose 
and application, hypochlorus 
acid water produced can be 
used effectively at all units 
which need sterilized water 


including public _ health, 
animal husbandry, vegetable 
greenhouses and __ families. 


It is especially effective in 
the process of detoxicating 
cyanide waste water at 
industrial establishments. 

It is very useful in several 
aspects such as full sterilization 
without long-time churning as it 
isrelatively highindilutioneffect 
and has instant detoxicating 
reaction. Lots of hospitals, 
nurseries, kindergartens and 
public catering and _ service 
amenities have introduced and 
benefited from it. 

The institute is now working 
on further improving technical 
specifications of their recent 
developments and _ provides 
active technical service to 
introduce them into more 
units.

and ballistic missile programmes in a complete, verifiable and 
irreversible way”. 

The Japanese call to mind the dogs barking at a procession. 

The shrewdest followers of the general trend are running counter 
to the demand of the international community for a switch in 
their DPRK policy, which only reveals their extreme anxiety and 
fretfulness over their failure in the attempts to make Japan a military 
power and realize the wild ambition for overseas expansion on the 
pretext of “north Korean threat’. 

It is a well-known fact that Japan has desperately persisted in a 
bid for a “Greater East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere” by availing itself 
of the worsening situation in the Korean peninsula since its defeat in 
the Second World War. 

But now the situation has gone the other way round. 

Japan’s reckless behaviour will only reduce the geographically 
insular country to a politically isolated island. 


Wretched confrontation-seekers 


The “Liberty Korea Party” and the “Righteous Future Party” of 
south Korea are also totally given to reckless abuses against the 
April plenary meeting. 

They assert that the “announcement of the discontinuation of 
additional nuclear test is of no actual significance now that the north 
possesses nukes”, “pressure on the north should be continued” and 
“inter-Korean talks are tantamount to having negotiations with a 
robber with a concealed dagger’. 

It is impossible for them to utter right words, given they have 
been living on confrontational remarks and peddling of “security” 
on the political arena. 

Conservative forces who have heaped up crimes with unpopular and 
separatist moves are now drawing their last breath as the main target of 
the ongoing dynamic struggle against evil legacies in south Korea. 

That is why they are trying to revive conservatism in the upcoming 
local elections by dint of confrontational abuses against the DPRK 
and the worn-out “security” offensive. 

But the general situation in the Korean peninsula has already turned 
towards peace, prosperity and improved inter-Korean relations. 

The more desperately they try, the faster the “Liberty Korea 
Party” and the “Righteous Future Party” will meet their miserable 
doom as the rubbish of history.
